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Report of the Public Health Nurse 
ORLAND 


Today as never before here on the home front the 
ability to safeguard personal and family health is one of 
our most vital contributions to the war effort. | 


. Because Orland is fortunate in having a nurse em- 
ployed by another agency to do health work in the schools 
my part of the health program has been directed primarily 
to the maternal, infant and pre-school program. Today 
since it is recognized that the health of the mother and 
baby is influenced greatly by care during the prenatal and 
postpartum period visits have been made to such patients. 
The need of medical supervision has been stressed. Ad- 
vice on general routine care with measures to safeguard 
the health of mother and baby have been available. 


Public health nursing is concerned with the individ- 
ual, his family and the community. In our health super- 
vision work we try to keep this in mind. 


In the local Health Committee, consisting of Mrs. Lin- 
wood Gray, Mrs. Fred Gross, Mrs. Jennie Farnham, Mrs. 
Eva Soper, and Mrs. Alice White, organized and assisted 
at the Child Health Conference held in May. Diphtheria 
and smallpox immunizations were available at that time. 


I wish to express my sincere appreciation to the 
Health Committee and the community in general for the 
splendid cooperation they have given. With cooperative 
efforts we can look forward to a healthier, happier future.

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Report of Hancock County Health Service 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Orland: 


I herein submit a brief report of services rendered by 
the Hancock County Tuberculosis and Health Association 
for the year February 1, 1944 to February 1, 1945. 


Educational posters and pamphlets on finding tubercu- 
losis were distributed through the schools and put in pub- 
lic places. This was done in connection with the Early 
Diagnosis Campaign. “Follow the Example of the Armed 
Forces, Get a Chest X-ray—In War, a Patriotic Duty—In 
Peace, Plain Common Sense” was the slogan used. 


Twenty-three visits have been made to the town dur- 
ing the school year. The schools were visited and class- 
room inspections made. Individual inspection was given 
those who were absent when the annual inspection was 
given, and several check-ups made of pupils for the Seven 
Point Certificate and Pin. 


The annual physical inspection has been given the 
pupils of the Primary, Crane's Corner, Orland Grammar 
and East Orland schools. The results are as follows: 


Number of pupils who have defective vision 
Number of pupils who have inflamed eyelids. 
Number of pupils who’ have defective hearing 
Number of pupils who have decayed teeth 
Number of pupils who have abnormal throat.

Of the 138 inspected, 85 were found with defects, 53 
eligible to qualify for the Seven Point Pin and Certificate. 


Of the 66 having decayed teeth, 22 have permanent 
and 52 with temporary tooth decay, five needing prophy- 
lactic cleaning. 
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es We have not been without the usual run of infectious 

mee diseases though they have not been of an epidemic nature. 
The nurse’s assistance has been Even in dealing with 
minor infectious conditions.

There were only four students completing the eighth 
grade. This was the smallest number for many years. The 
number attending high school is dropping each year. This 
is a serious situation and I want to call the attention of 
parents to the urgent need of keeping children in school. 
At least a high school education will be needed more than 
ever before after this war is over. 


I feel that the local teachers deserve a lot of credit 
for helping to keep the schools open. It is almost impossi- 
ble to secure a teacher from outside the town to teach a 
school with four to eight grades. 


The only repairs done was the painting of the Gram- | 
mar School building. There is sufficient paint already pur- 
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chased for the East Orland building. The insurance com- 
missioner has notified me that all of the buildings must be 
equipped with fire extinguishers and the doors made to 
swing out.

We wish to submit the following brief report to show 
the status of white pine blister rust control work in Orland. 
As you know, blister rust control is conducted under a co- 
operative agreement between the Federal Government 
and the Maine Forest Service, in which they cooperate 
with towns and pine owners. 

Several years ago we type-mapped the town of Or- 
land and definitely located about 1,000 acres of lands bear- 
ing white pine in sufficient quantity to warrant blister rust 
control measures. In order to protect this amount of pine, 
it is necessary to examine approximately 4,000 acres to re- 
move the wild Ribes plants which are within infection dis- 
tance of the pines. 

In 1944 Orland appropriated $00.00 for this work, 
and in spite of adverse labor conditions we are pleased to 
report that 896 acres were worked, from which 11,455 wild 
Ribes plants were destroyed, at. a cost of $734.48 (Town 
$199.64, and Fed. Gov. $534.84). You may need these fig- 
ures for your town report. . | 7
